No. 47/45/51-Admn — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 9 of the Ajmer Forest Regulation 1874 (VI of 
1874) the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer, hereby directs that 
the following further amendment shall be made in the 
Rules with regard to hunting. Shooting and the setting of 
traps or snares in the State Forests of the State of Ajmer, 
published in this Government Notification No. 41, dated the 
19th August 1915 namely : — 

In the said Rules for rule 9 the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“ 9. A fee of Rs. 6/- per gun shall be paid in advance for 

a permit whether in Form A or in Form B. 

An additional fee of Rs. 50 and Rs. 25 shall also be paid 
in advance for each Tiger and panther respectively, for 
which a permit is obtained. 

Not more than one permit in Form A shall be granted 
for the same period in the same shooting area and fifteen 
days shall elapse between the grant of two successive 
permits. Moreover a holder of a permit in Form B may 
not shoot in any area while reserved under a permit in 
Form A”.
